One of 
Mr. Douglass’ hobbies was raising 
rare orchids in the kingsize green- 
house.

Singles with lavatory and toilet, $50 
per quarter; with lavatory, toilet and 
shower, $60 per quarter. 

When the project is completed 40 
per cent of the space may be given 
to non-veteran students—if (and 
this IF makes it tricky), if an equal 
number of veteran students is taken 
care of outside the Village.

LAGE. We heartily welcome you, new little town,—the first of your 
type in all time. 

When the reconversion of Dibble Hospital buildings is finished, 
and when you all arrive, there will be about three thousand of you 
in your “city,’—within OUR city. Some of you are already here; 
some quite near; others will soon be coming by train, auto and plane, 
from almost every state in the Union. You are going to school at 
Stanford, but you are going to live in Menlo, and we want you to 
like it——and us. 

No other group like yours has ever been gathered together “under 
one roof.” Your Federal government has made the land grant avail- 
able to Stanford, and the university takes care of personnel costs. 
No university ever fell heir to such a housing establishment. Your 
“homes” are already here, your big house well coated with paint. 

And yet, Little Village, although this framework is provided, you 
are completely independent in your group administration. You fol- 
low no patterns of Army or Navy or Air. You are pledged to no 
Jeaders, are under no authority other than your own. Your town 
does not rise on traditions, nor is it impeded by precedents. As a 
city you are a new-born babe; as an organization you are an adult 
community. Was there ever a more perfect set-up for democratic 
administration ? 

You will have your community problems. Handling them can be 
more than an “educational experiment.” ‘You can make it a pattern 
of right living that will encourage all of us, and will give your child- 
ren a glimpse of order in the chaotic world they now enter. 

We of Menlo can take no part in your administration, but, strange 
to say, you soon can take part in ours. When you have been here 
long enough to vote (as some of you already have been) you will cast 
your votes in this precinct. Your children will be in the district 
public schools. So, you see, you have here and now the time and the 
place to learn the practical responsibilities of citizenship—to apply 
the theories you study at school.

Our Fire Department 


Question: Do we have a civilian volunteer-fire-service? 

Answer: No. 

Q: Do we have a fire siren? 

A: Yes. Two of them. 

Q: Do they Blow for every fire? 

A: They do. (But there is not a fire every time they blow! They 
announce the time at 8 a.m., 12 a.m. and 5 p.m.—but don’t set your 
watch by the blast.) 

Q: Does the siren indicate by code (number of blasts) the location 
of the fire? 

A: No. 

Q: Then why the whistle? 

Excuse us please while we run across to the department to find out. 

* % * 

Back at the RECORDER office. We were told why. We also 
learned some things about the working of our fire department that 
that may be of interest to new residents. 

Question: Is our fire district confined to the city limits of Menlo 
Park? 

Answer: No. “Menlo Park Fire District” is the name of one of 
the fire districts of San Mateo County. 

Q: How many sections (communities or neighborhoods) are in the 
Menlo Park Fire District? 

A: There are EIGHT sections, described as follows: 1) North 
Fair Oaks Section (includes the area east of Atherton), 2) the city 
of Atherton, 3) Dumbarton Tract (northwest of Atherton to property 
line of Markham Street), 4) Sequoia Tract (northwest of Atherton 
from Nimitz Avenue to Woodside Road and Alameda de las Puigas), 
5) University Heights, University Park and Brookside (directly west 

of Menlo city limits), 6) Menlo Oaks Tract (east of Menlo city 
limits), 7) North Palo Alto (includes East Palo Alto and Palo Alto 
Park), 8) the city of Menlo Park. 


Q: How many fire-houses serve this district? 
A: Three. The head department on Merrill Street in Menlo, one 
at Almedral Avenue in Atherton, and one on Manhattan Avenue in 


Ravenswood, (Ravenswood station has a siren which blows simultan- 
jously with the one in Menlo Park.) 

Q: How many fire-alarm boxes have we in the district? 

A: None. All fires must be reported by phone. Palo Alto 4142. 
(If you live in this fire district call THIS phone. It is listed in both 
Palo Alto and San Mateo phone books.) 

Q: Who administers the fire department? 

A: A board of three fire commissioners, who are elected by the 
voters of the district. (Two of the commissioners now serving live 
in Atherton, one in Menlo Park). Commissioners meet at 8 o’clock on 
the second Tuesday of each month at the Menlo Park fire house. 
These meetings are open to the public. 

Q: How does the Fire Chief attain office? 

A: He is appointed by the commission, He submits monthly and 
semi-yearly reports of all activities of the department to the com- 
mission, where these reports are kept on file. 

Q: How is the fire chief informed of the work of each man in the 
department? 

A: Records of each fireman’s work is kept by the captains of the 
three fire stations. (Report cards resemble those that Johnny brings 
home from school except that along with the fireman’s rating on at- 
tendance, drill, health, disposition, etc, he is also graded on “house- 
work”). 

Q: How many firemen have we in the Menlo Park Fire District 
and how are they selected? 

A: We have twenty-three firemen, They are appointed by the 
fire commission under the recommendation of the fire chief. (The 
majority of our present force have been with the department for 
fifteen years or longer. Most of them own homes here and have 
families. Each officer is an instructor in local Red Cross classes). 

Q: What are the working hours of our firemen? 

A: They work “24 hours on and 24 hours off.” Those on duty 
are able to get sleep at the fire house if not disturbed by fire calls. 
All firemen are subject to call at all times, whether on or off duty. 

Q: How are those at home summoned when needed? 

A: By that siren! (Now you know). We still think it would 
serve this purpose just as well if its calls were turned into code.
